Myron Reed was the toast master of 
the evening. 
He introduced Henry 
P. Steele, president of the Denver 
Cliamber of Commerce, who wel- 
comed the guest of the evening to 
the city of Denver. 
TŒst« were re- 
sponded to by Mayor McMurray, 
Governor Mclntyre, Alva Adams, 
Governor-elect ; Senator Henry M. 
Teller, Hon. Thomas M. Patterson, 
editor of the Rocky Mountain News, 
and Congressman E. Towne, of Min- 
nesota. 
It w^as after midnight be- 
fore Mr. Bryan spoke. 
His address 
was the last number on the program. 
He was received with great cheering. 
Among other things he said :

Kong shows that the Spaniards have 
resorted to toi-ture of natives and 
half-casts of the Phillipines which 
surpasses in cruelty that practiced 
by the Chinese mandarians in crises 
of the most atrocious crimes. 
Thej^ 
are also charged with confiscating 
the estates of wealthy half-casts 
and deporting these wretched vic- 
tims to Fernandopo, on the west 
coast of Africa, a place which has a 
climate tliat will quickly prove fatal 
to the stranger. 
These statements 
are not given on the strength of re- 
ports of refugees. James W. David- 
fon, a well known correspondent, 
was recently commissioned by the 
Hong King Press to go to Manilla 
and cautioned to evade the press 
censorship and in several letters 
which he smuggled through 
the 
lines he tells of what he has seen 
and what he heard on good author- 
ity. 


According to him the instruments 
of toi-ture used in the Spanish in- 
quisition tliree centuries ago have 
been kept in the monasteries of 
Manilla and were brought out re- 
cently and used to extort confes- 
sions from native and Mestizo sus- 
pects who had been arrested and 
have been kept in jail in Manilla, 
and who have been subjected to hid- 
eous treatment. 
Mr. Davidson also 
intimated that the leading powers of 
Christendom will be called upon to 
interfere and put an end to torture 
which rivals the worst features of 
the Spanish inquisition.

GOLD CERTIFICATES. 


Some Talk of Resuming- 
Their 
Issue. 


The Conditions Whicli Caused the Suspen- 
sion of the Issue Has 
Passed Away. 


WASHINGTON, NOV. 25.—The sec- 
retary of the treasury is considering 
the question of resuming the issue 
of gold certificates, which was sus- 
pended in 1893, when the gold re- 
serve first fell below the $100,000,000 
point. 
The issue of these certifi- 
cates was suspended as a means of 
acquiring gold 
in the 
treasury. 
Theretofore it had been the custom 
of the treasurj»^ to issue certificates 
on the deposit of gold but such gold 
deposited did not become part of the 
gold reserve. 
By suspending the 
issue of these 
certificates 
many 
holders of gold rather than hold it 
exchanged it for legal tenders and 
treasury notes, which, under 
the 
ruling of the department, being gold 
obligations 
practically 
subserved 
their 
pui^ipses, 
but 
the 
treas- 
ury, 
on 
receipt 
of 
gold 
so 
discharged 
..was . enabled 
to 
add to the gold resei've. 
As long as 
the treasury adhered to its policy of 
redeeming legal tenders and treas- 
ury notes in gold the holders of such 
notes could obtain gold on demand 
{IS readily on them as on gold certi- 
ficates. 
However, 
gold 
holders 
would prefer the gold certificates. 
Since the election and the gradual 
increase of the gold reserve, 
such 
holders believe that there is no rea- 
son why the issue of gold certificates 
should not be resumed. The matter 
is now before Secretary Carlisle and 
probably will be decided upon the 
return of Assistant Seci'etary Curtis 
from New York. 
It is imderstood 
that Mr. Carlisle is not favorably 
disposed toward the 
resumption. 
The issue of currency certificates, 
under the act of 1872, never has 
been suspended.

tors, at my first arrival there, 
and 
the statement in the paper of 
my 
rapid gait, 'shaming a professional 
criminal,' is too preposterous to 
give due consideration. 
When I 
landed at North Liberty I was re- 
spected by all and I say this without 
fear of successful cCntradiction. 
It 
is not impossible for anyone to find 
out my family address, 
which is 
Fort Wayne, Ind. 
My wish is that 
I will be a lietter man, and I shall 
strive to inherit 
that 
character 
which will be unsullied and keep it 
such once more, remembering that 
the calm hope of future prosperity 
availeth nothing without an honest 
heart. 
I am at present not trying 
to evade anything in a criminal way, 
and only console myself upon 
my 
concentration of crime rather than 
a prolonged period of such infamous 
deeds. 


"Concluding, 
I will say that I 
have had friends here 
(fonherly 
running a laundry), who knew of 
my ancestors and life and can say I 
was a man of good character. 
TTie 
intense line of hope runs from shore 
to shore and the ear that is deaf td 
this statement is one which believes 
not in the lines of the just sea of 
correspondence. 
Hoping you will 
give these few facts, I remain, yours, 


" A L B E R T E . HAILIBACH. " 
With reference to the charge that 
he had committed numerous for- 
geries at other cities, Hailibach said : 
The charge that I have been guilty 
of other forgeries is utterly false. 
I forged the check which I passed 
on Mr. Keller; I impersonated a 
United States inspector while drunk, 
but did not try to get any money by 
it, just went into saloon and asked

Civil Service Test. 


The civil servicè commission will 
soon select a test caée for prosecu- 
tion in the courts to determine the 
extent to which the civil service law 
is applicable in political assessment 
cases. There were many comiûaints 
of illegal assessments during and 
preceding the recent campaign and 
various cases haVe been sent to the 
attoiniey geheml for such action as 
may be deemed expedient. 


The commissioners are now cast- 
ing about for a good case for a test 
and they will in -a few days select 
one which they regard as likely to 
bring out in a judicial decision the 
best results to civil service reform. 
The cases present a variety of intri- 
cal questions as to the jurisdiction 
of the Liw and an effort will be made 
to have them judicially construed. 


Tliere are other peri)lexing ques- 
tions such as the interpretation of 
actual jurisdiction 
of a 
federal 
building and where only i^arts of 
buildings are leased for federal use.

"What'.s that you say? A strangei 
hereAind sick with fever? Let me have 
a look at him." It waa a stroui:, heartj 
voico that I heard on the other side oJ 
the partition separating my small bed- 
room from the living apartment of th( 
Widow Higham's boarding house. II 
was brisk and breezy, and yet so long 
bad I lain there on the hard, hot bed, 
in that little stifled room, racked with 
pains and at times unconscious, that 1 
thought it must, be but a part of mj 
daily delirium, in which I dreamed ol 
soft breezes and fields of sweet scented 
cane. But it was no delusion this time, 
for the owner of the voice burst opeu 
the rickety door aud entered niy room. 
He was a big and stalwart Scotchman, 
florid of complexion and brusque oi 
manner, whom 20 years in the West In- 
dies liad mellowed into a perfect type ol 
his class.

The passage from my sickbed to the 
little coast steamer was a blank, but the 
sea breezes revived m-i, and by the time 
we had arrived opposite the estate ol 
Rutliuid Vale, my new friend's planta 
tion, I was able to walk, with an as- 
sistant at either arm.

My good friend's house was situated 
on a gentle knpll in the. center, of a: y^s4 
ostate in a beautiful valley midway be- 
tween the coast tind mountains of the 
St. Vincent.

why aud wherefore of that New Eng- 
land feast. 


As they themselves were of a similar 
sturdy stock to our pilgrim ancestors, 
they could readily appreciate the signif- 
icance of this rendering ujito the Giver 
of all good heartfelt thanks for the 
bounties of the year. "It is a good old 
custom," said my host, slapping me 
heartily between the shoulders, "and if 
it's good for the Yankees why isn't it 
good for the fcicotchmen too? Gad, we'll 
have a celebration of cur own. What 
say you, mother? Huvo we any fat tur- 
keys in tho pen? Thanskgiviug without 
turkey, I understand, is like a Boston 
Sunday without beans. 
Isn't it. so, 
young man?" 


I assured him that ho had hit rather 
near the truth of it, and that the two 
made a good combination, turkeys being 
au American product aud beans derived 
indirectly from Scotland itself. ' 'But,'' 
I added, "if you haven't any turkeys, 
guinea fowl will do; a fine plump guinea 


pullet isii't to be sneezed, at, served 
brown and with its own sauce." 


"That is so, but we'll have the tur- 
keys; yes, and the guineas too. And 
what's the matter with your taki-ig 
your gun up into the woods aud trying 
for a few brace of wild pigeons? Par- 
rots, too, are mighty good, and the 
woods above tho spring head are alive 
with them." 


That proposition met with my ap- 
proval, for it was to study tho bird.s of 
the island t.'iat I had come to St. Vin- 
cent, and it was while hunting a rare 
bird on the mountain top, and living in 
a cavo tho while, that I had contracted 
the troublesome fever which came so 
near to carrying me away from all the 
haunts of birds as well as of men. The 
day before the date set for Thanksgiv- 
ing, just at the breaking of a glorious 
dawn, I set off, mounted on one of tlie 
plantation ponies, for tho "high woods" 
above the sources of the river that flowed 
through Rutland Vale. An intelligent 
colored boy went along as guide and 
kept pace with my beast as he climbed 
the steep path into the mountain forests. 
Beneath the great trees, after the forest 
was reached where the wood giants 
threw out their broad arms 100 feet and 
more above our head.«, we tied the pony 
and ascended the ridge, where it was 
too steep for him to travel. Here the 
palms and gum trees seemed to be alive 
with pigeons and parrots, the former 
the great blue pigeons called there

tree tops. It required most careful bush- 
whacking to get within shot of them, 
and sharp eyes to detect them on their 
elevated perches, on the topmost twigs 
of the trees against the sky. But before 
the pun proclaimed the hour of noou 14 
pigeons lay on the ground at my feet, 
and 4 parrots. These latter, being large 
and wary, valuable alike for their flesh 
and their feathers, were a species en- 
tirely distinct from any others in the 
world, and 'consequently very desirable, 
as museum specimens. In fact, before I 
yielded them up to the sable cook at the 
great bouse I stripped their rainbow 
hued jackets off and preserved them in 
arsenic by the taxidermist's art, regard- 
ing their meat as a consideration entire- 
ly secondarv.

There were toil and turmoil all night 
long in the smoke begrimed cookhouse, 
but in the morning, as fat old aunty 
emerged with t^e cofEee and crackers, 
her face was shining and her head neatly 
done up in a fresiily laundered bandaima 
of more hues than a rainbow ever dared 
disport since the time of Noab and tbq 
flood. She was "as neat as a pin," and 
her long train of sable hued, half naked 
attendants of all ages, "from 6 to 16, 
were as clean as a souse in the river 
could make them. Breakfast was excel- 
lent, but it was merely, a preliminary 
spread to the dinner, which was served 
at sunset, just as old Sol tipped us a 
last wink before he sank (red and 
glowing from his all day journey) be- 
neath the waters of the Caribbean sea. 
The table was set out on the broad ve- 
randa near a sweet scented frangi- 
panni and lighted with great candles 
shielded from the evening breezes by 
huge glass cylinders. 


The youngest of the children had been 
put to bed, but there were half a dozen 
left, who gazed expectantly upon the 
array of glass and silver and behaved 
like born princes of the blood. Aside 
from our own family there wero three 
poor neighbors who had seen better 
days aud a trembling old man, a pen- 
sioner upon the bounty of my host. 


After all were seated, our entertainer 
rose and proposed the health of the pres- 
ident of the United States, along with 
that of the queen of England, to whom 
the colony of St. Vincent held alle 
giance. This was drunk with a will, in 
punch made from the planter's own 
rum, limes and siigar. Then, at a signal 
from the hostess, the sable procession 
(which had, individually, been peeking 
in at all the doors and windows) was 
formed between the cookhouse and the 
table. First there came in a solemn 
faced tot of 9 or 10 years, bearing on 
her head au immense (urecn containing 
crab soup a la Rutland Vale. She was 
clo.«;ely followed by n dozen other tod- 
dlings, each with a dish aud a spoon, 
which they deposited in front of each 
person aud deftly removed when uc 
longer required. They had been well 
coached by the cook, aud performed 
their duties with admirable exactitude, 
not making a single mistake. Like a 
procession of woolly headed, tv>-o legged, 
black ants, they marched iu and out, 
one line bearing food, the other empty 
plates and platters. 


At last there was a mo.^t extraordinary 
bustle among the seivants, and the line 
of waiters divideu right and left, while 
two of the largest darky boy.? marched 
between their dusky ranks. Each one 
bore himse.'i: >vith an air of exaggerated 
importance, each ebon face was illumi- 
nated with a gorgeous grin composed 
of vermilion and ivory white and each 
bore aloft, held high above his woolly 
pate, a dish of vast dimensions with a 
crust atop of appetizing crispiness. 
These were tho pies, the interior of one 
being composed of the pigeons I had 
shot, the o^her of the parrots. After 
they had been deposited the grinning 


waiters hastened back to the cookhouse 
and soon returned bearing between 
them a gigantic platter upon which, 
brown aud toothsome aud garnished 
with sprigs of parsley, lay a handsome 
turkey. Close behind this interesting 
group waddled old Auntio Jude, herself 
carrying a smaller platter containing a 
pair of guinea fowls, their rieii brown 
bosoms bursting with tenderness. 


But I have no space for details. 
It 
was a feast fit for the gods. And when 
it was all over my friend and I sat a 
portion of the night out on the veranda. 


It was years ago, but I still recall the 
delicious fragrance of the night air. I 
can still, in memory, see the nocturnal 
vampire.s sweeping in and out the nis- 
pero trees and yet hear the subdued 
cries of the night birds in the hills be- 
hind the valley. And, mingled with the 
sweet scents of the tropic night, there 
come to me no\v—even after the lapse 
of many years-—the savory odors of that 
Thanksgiving feast iu the faraway is- 
land over the sea.

How to Choose Poultry and Game. 
Young poultry may be distinguished 
by tho.pellucid appearance and peculiar 
feel qf thç flesh and by the flexibility of 
the breastbone. -The feet and bill of a 
young goose are yellow. They turn red 
as the bird grows old. If fresh, the feet 
are supple. If stale, they are dry and 
stiff. Young ducks feel tender under the 
wings; the web of the foot is trans- 
parent, 
Tamô ducks have yellow legs; 
wild ducks reddish ones. In pheasants 
and quail yellow legs and dark bill aire 
sigps of à young bird. Pigeons should 
be fresh,, fat ahd tender, and the feet 
pliant and smooth.' The eyes of prairie 
chiekeiis are full and round when young, 
and the breastbone is soft. Snipe and 
plover may be chosen by the same signs. 
Partridges taint first in the crop. If the 
billis. black and the legs yellow, the 
bird is ybuijg. If thé bill is white and 
the legs have à bluish cast, the bird is 
too old for tha table. The capon is 
known by a short and pale comb, a 
thick rump and breast and a fat Tein on 
the side of tho breast. When young, the 
spurs will be short and the legs smooth.

PreseiT'.e I'liem According to the 
Nature 
of the Plant. 


Those who wish to enjoy the whole' 
of the short life of their cut flowers in- 
stead of only a small portion of it will 
not settle down npou any one undeviat- 
ing method of preserving them', but 
will rather vary it, according to the dif- 
ferent causes which lead to their decay. 


Take, for instance, the flowers of a 
succulent nature, like the iris. 
The 
stems, when put into water, slough 
away and soon give forth an unpleasant 
odor. There are two remedies which 
may be applied in this case. Either one 
should put a mild disinfectant in the 
water and frequently change it or cut 
ofiP the ends of the sfcttlks at short inter- 
vals. 


Another flower whose stem most rap- 
idly decays and corrupts the water is 
mignonette, and it is often best, there- 
fore, to sacrifice itwliile its head is still 
ireshly green. Heliotrope, like mignon- 
ette, should always be put in water by 
itself, for it not only fades and turns 
brown rapidly, but it will kill almost 
any flower put with it. 


The cause of decay in hard wooded 
plants like the azalea and camelia is 
that they do not take up enough water, 
not that they have any tendency to pol- 
lute it, so that to cut their stalks fre- 
quently would be of little avail. But if 
when putting such flowers in a vase or 
bowl you make sure that the lowest 
leaves attached to the blossoms are un- 
der water the effect is magical. 


Ferns, and especially maidenhair, are 
very short lived when they have to look 
to the stem alone for nourishment, and 
the most effectual way to preserve them 
is to see that the lower part of every 
frond is well under water. 
Cut flowers 
require as a rule a far greater quantity 
of water than is given them. 


Flowers should always be placed in 
water as soon as possible after being 
picked. 
When received by post in a 
somewhat wiltod condition, an imme- 
diate plunge into hot water with a lit- 
tle sal volatile will accomplish wonders 
in the way of reviving them. 


And if you wish to weair flowers in 
your hair or on your corsage, they may 
bo made to retain their freshness for an 
entire evening by putting a bit of seal- 
ing wax over the ends.

How to Stain a Floor. 


It will bo found very difiEicult to stain 
the center of a floor to match the border.; 
The quickest means Nvill be to stdin i t 
with burnt umber mixed with vandyke 
brown ground up in water (not oil).and 
diluted with boiling water in which a. 
piece of soda has been dissolved. Tliia 
will take if the boards are clean, dries 
soon and can be repeated if not dark 
enough. 
It can be waxed and polished 
for dancing" by being brushed with a 
stiff brush to imitate a frottoir. 
Spirit 
varnishes will not stand tho wear and 
tear. Permanganate of potash is another 
stain that might answer the same pur- 
pose. 


H o w to Improve Defects I n the Hands. 


Starched linen should be placed next 
to only those skins that have the firm- 
ness and perfect texture of youth. 
White, starched linen is fatal to almost 
any woman's charms. If elderly women 
would have their sleeves finished at the 
wrist with a narrow frill instead of 
that stylish cuff and allow a ruffle of 
yellow laco to fall over the hand, what a 
difference it would make! 


The fullness would conceal the awful 
wrist bone, tho laco would veil and 
shadow tho hand.^;, and the yellow hue 
would make the skin seem white by 
comparison. 


Cuffs, in the sense of linen folds, are 
generally to be tabooed. Any straight, 
sharp, abrupt sleevo ending should be 
avoided by women whose arms are not; 
prettily rounded and tapering. 
Frills 
are the salvation of all who have defects 
to conceal. 
Women with long hands 
should wear the tab style of cuff, that 
falls well over the hand, concealing half 
its blemishes. 


Not one woman in a hundred should 
wear sleeves which reveal the elbow, for 
it is generally ugly. Not one woman in 
a thousand should go about with really 
hare arms—at any rate not until she 
has cultivated a state of 
absolute 
smoothness and marblelike firmness by 
scrnbbing and massage. 


Until then she should indulge in 
chiffon undersleeves, which make t^ • 
arms boneuth them seem beautiful. And 
no one whoso wrist is not tapering and 
smootii .should over wear bracelets. 


How to Prepare Cauliflower Au Gratin. 


Boil tho cauliflower, drain, lay in a 
dish and pour over it a cup of drawn 
butter well seasoned. 
Sprinkle with 
four tablespoonfuls of grated cheese and 
brown by holding a redhot shovel so 
close to tho cheese that it singes and 
takes fire. Blow out at once and send to 
table. If the juico of a lemon and a half 
teaspoonful of French mustard aro add- 
ed to a cupful of drawn butter and it is 
then poured over the boiled vegetable, 
it is called "cauliflower with sanco tar- 
tare." 


How to Make Cantlied I.enion Peel. 
As lemons are used, drop the yellow 
rind into a weak brine in a glass jar. 
When a dozen are thus pickled, they are 
freshened by putting them into cold 
water and letting them scald, changing 
tho water once or twice to extract the 
salt. 
Boil them in the last water till 
they aa-e thoroughly tender and drain; 
then make sirup enough to cover them 
ou^of slightly more than a pound of 
sugar and a pint of water, using always 
the same proportion of pint for pound. 
Cut the peel into pieces about half an 
inch square and drop them into the 
boiling sirup, w'hich is allowed to coc't 
slowly till tho iicel looks translucent; 
then keep them slowly steeping till tho 
sirup has almost dried out of the peel, 
spread on plates, sprinkle with more 
sugar and put in a cool oven to complete 
the drying. 


How to Cook Carrots. 


Peel and scrape some carrots and di- 
vide each into four qua:!?ors. Boil in 
salted water till tender and drain very 
dry. Dissolve some butter in a saucepan 
and add the pieces of cooked carrot. 
Shake constantiy and after five minutes 
serve very hot with good brown gravy 
or dry, as taste dictates. 


How to Make Indelible Ink. 


Di.ssolve ten grains of chloride of 
platinum iu two ounces of rainwater. 
Apply with a quill pen.
